2. Dependent claims 32-45, 47-52, and 54-58 being further limiting to the independent 
claims 31, 46, 53, 59, and 60, respectively, definite, and enabled by the specification are also 
allowed. 

3. The closest prior art, Ishikawa et al. in view of Floratos et al., describes a method for 
identifying genes. However, Ishikawa et al. in view of Floratos et al. does not teach or suggest 
the limitations cited above as being free of any prior art when read in the claims as a whole.
